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Board of Selectmen 
comment on 
PFAS containment level

WILMINGTON — Accor- 
ding to DPW Director 
Mike Woods and Business 
and Utility Manager Jo- 
seph Lobao, Wilmington’s 
water scored exceeding 
amounts of Per- and 
Polyfluoroalkyl Substan- 
ces (PFAS) per the Mass 
DEP standard earlier this 
month. The tier 2 notice 
necessitated reporting the 
contaminant levels to the 
Board of Selectmen on 
Monday night. 

The pair brought back- 
ground on the wide reach 
of PFAS. Lobao mention- 
ed that 76 other communi- 
ties in the commonwealth 
are dealing with similar 
levels. PFAS, he said, are 
forever chemicals that 
come from things like 
nonstick coating and fire- 
fighter foam. Woods refer- 
enced a scientific study 
that showed PFAS in 98 
people of people in the 
United States. 

While the town has mea- 
sured its PFAS level in the 
water for years, it was on- 
ly in April that they began 
measuring up to the tril- 
lions, so levels that’ would 
have been 0 in 2020 are 
being flagged in 2021. 

Another issue comes 
from a discrepancy be- 
tween the recommended 
levels for concern from 
Mass DEP, who set their 
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standard to 20 parts per 
trillion (ppt), but the EPA’s 
health advisory triggers 
only at 70 particles per 
trillion. 

The only requirement 
from the Mass DEP tier 2 
notice was to educate the 
public within 30 days. With 
the PFAS level over 20, the 
DEP also advises those 
who fall into their “sensi- 
tive” group should not 
consyme the water. 

After the test on Oct. 6 
eame back at 20.6, the 
water department quickly 
turned off service on one 
well to decrease the load 
in the carbon filters. They 
then took a follow-up sam- 
ple on Oct. 21 which meas- 
ured 16.5. 

Lobao also mentioned 
that they were already 
planning on replacing the 
carbon filters and would 
be doing so beginning the 
next day. He later clarified 
that this involved moving 
up the schedule for re- 
placement and _ shifting 
funds already allocated. 

Lobao promised the in- 
formation presented that 
night would be shared on 
a PFAS information page 
on the town website. 

Chairman Lilia Maselli 
wondered how long the 
contaminant level was at 
20.6. They answered that 
they measured for PFAS 
monthly, so at most it last- 
ed for five weeks. 

Gary DePalma asked if 
the well that was shut 
down after the first result 
would be turned back on- 
line. Woods answered that 
the well would be back 
online once the carbon 
bed was replaced. He gave 
a timeline for the replace- 
ment to be about a week. 

With the replacement, 
he expected the next test 
to come back between 5 


and 10 ppt. To a question 
from Greg Bendel, Lobao 
reported the usual aver- 
age to be around 15. 

Judy O’Connell asked 
the DPW representatives 
to consider what made 
Wilmington’s levels so 
high. Woods suggested in- 
dustrial use. O’Connell al- 
so asked how much each 
test cost and how long 
they would take. The an- 
swer that Lobao gave in- 
cluded up to three weeks 
for a test — but there was 
a rush option — and $350 
per sample. 

She followed up with a 
question about how the 
DPW worked with the 
Board of Health consider- 
ing the list of folks who 
shouldn’t be drinking the 
contaminated water. Woods 
shared that Health Di- 
rector Shelly Newhouse 
was aware of the issue. He 
clarified that the issue 
isn’t a violation or a con- 
cern from the DEP until 
the pattern consists for 
three months. 

Bendel then wondered if 
there was cause for testing 
more frequently. Woods 
replied that this very 
slight uptick, in his opin- 
ion, was not worth the ex- 
pense of increased fre- 
quency of testing. He said 
he was fully confident that 
in the next testing period, 
the levels would be lower 
than usual thanks to their 
mitigation efforts. 

Kevin Caira commented 
that he would have liked 
to see notification sooner. 

“If these individuals are 
not supposed to consume 
this water, I think they 
have a right to know.” 

However, Woods respond- 
ed that he felt comfortable 
with the way the depart- 
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Selectmen approve 
request for tree 
lighting ceremony

WILMINGTON — At 
the Board of Selectmen 
meeting Monday night, 
presentations were made 
for the tree lighting and 
Verizon cable license 
before the board re- 
ceived communications 
and voted upon several 
appointments. 

Chairman of the 4th of 
July Committee Patrick 
Giroux asked the board 
to approve the use of the 
town common for the 
tree lighting ceremony 
at 4 p. m. on Dec. 4. He 
assured residents that 
Santa Clause would be 
visiting this year and 
arriving via fire engine. 

He also shared all of 
the groups who would be 
volunteering that night: 
Shawsheen Tech stu- 
dents, WHS cheerlead- 
ers, a WHS a cappella 
group, the Wilmington 
Chamber of Commerce, 
and the Wilmington Min- 
utemen. He included that 
crowding inside would 
be mitigated and light- 
ing provided by Public 
Works. 

Selectman Greg Ben- 
del asked about a hope- 
ful 4th of July celebra- 
tion this year. Giroux 
answered that they 
hoped to finally cele- 
brate the 40th anniver- 
sary in 2022 with four 
days of events. He men- 
tioned that the 4th of 
July Committee is look- 
ing for extra hands in 
their ongoing prepara- 
tions. 

The board then ap- 
proved Giroux’s request 
to hold the tree lighting. 

The next presentation 


was made by Assistant 
Town Manager/HR Di- 
rector Kelly Colburn- 
Dion for the renewal of 
the Verizon Cable li- 
cense. She explained 
that the Cable TV Ad- 
visory Task Force was 
tasked with. carrying out 
the renewal process in- 
cluding the public hear- 
ing and negotiating with 
Verizon on behalf of the 
board. The representa- 
tives on the committee 
besides Colburn-Dion 
are George Breslin, Ka- 
ren Campbell, Ken Lorde, 
Ryan Malyar, and John 
O'Neil. 

She shared the guid- 
ance that the board re- 
ceived from legal coun- 
sel and declared their 
intention to continue to 
request the same operat- 
ing support. She added 
that the public hearing 
would take place on Nov. 
15 at 6 p. m. in the Town 
Hall auditorium, with 
the town encouraged to 
attend. After that, the 
terms of agreement 
would be subject to the 
board and Verizon’s cor- 
porate management. 

Town Manager Jeff 
Hull had sent four items 
in communications to 
the board to cover that 
night. The first announ- 
ced the appointment of 
Beth Lawrenson as Town 
Clerk. Lawrenson would 
be moving up after serv- 
ing as temporary town 
clerk since Sept. 14. Hull 
mentioned that Lawren- 
son started as the Senior 
Clerk for Planning and 
Conservation in 2012 and 
transferred to the town 
clerk’s office in 2016. 

The next was a recom- 
mendation to ratify Law- 


renson as the town’s 
Public Records Access 
Officer. This is one of 
many roles performed 
by the town clerk. The 
board later voted unani- 
mously to approve. 

He had also written to 
the board seeking guid- 
ance on a date for a spe- 
cial Town Meeting. He 
explained that the Wild- 
wood School MSBA proj- 
ect needed funding for 
the feasibility study by 
March 28, which would 
be before the annual 
Town Meeting, and pro- 
posed the meeting on 
either March 7 or 8. 

He favored the Wil- 
mington High School 
auditorium for the meet- 
ing, with the Shriner’s 
auditorium as backup. 
When he asked the board 
for feedback, Judy O’Con- 
nell suggested that Mon- 
day the 7th might be 
hard, so the 8th was 
selected as the better 
option. 

Hull’s last memo was 
an update on the Wild- 
wood School Building 
Committee. He shared 
that the committee had 
met the week before-and 
provided the MSBA with 
an education profile and 
enrollment projections. 
Their next task was to 
submit information on 
maintenance and the 
capital investment plan. 

The only other memo 
came from DPW Direc- 
tor Mike Woods and Bu- 
siness and Utility Mana- 
ger Joseph Lobao regar- 
ding the Per- and Poly- 
fluoroalkyl Substances, 
or PFAS, test result 
from the Sargent Water

BACKUP 
WITHHOLDING 


Taxpayers who receive certain types 
of income 
withholding deducted from these payments. Backup 
withholding can apply to most payments reported on 
certain Forms 1099 and W-2G. Here are some facts to help 
taxpayers understand backup withholding. 

Backup withholding is required on certain non-payroll 
amounts when certain conditions apply. The payer 
making such payments to the payee doesn’t generally 
withhold taxes, and the payees report and pay taxes on 
this income when they file their federal tax returns. There 
are, however, situations when the payer is required to 
withhold a certain percentage of tax to make sure the IRS 
receives the tax due on this income. 

Backup withholding is set at a specific percentage. The 
current percentage is 24 percent. Payments subject to 
backup withholding include interest payments and 
payment card and third-party network 
transactions; patronage dividends, but only if at least half 
the payment is in money; rents, profits or other gains; 
commissions, fees or other payments for work done as an 
independent contractor; payments by brokers; barter 
exchanges; agriculture payments and payments by fishing 
boat operators, but only the part that is paid in actual 
money; royalty payments; gambling winnings, if not 
subject to gambling withholding; and taxable grants.

Wilmington’s first four town managers 


By LARZ F. NEILSON 


For the past 70 years, 
Wilmington has operated 
under a charter called the 
town manager plan. To 
date, the town has had 10 
men in that position, plus 
a few others in temporary 
status. 

The new charter greatly 
reduced the number of 
elected officials and set 
some new priorities. It es- 
tablished Wilmington’s rep- 
utation as a town focused 
on growth. The post-war 
years saw rapid growth, 
but many towns had made 
no preparations for it. 

The Wilmington charter 
is called a strong town 
manager plan. In one court 
case, the manager’s action 
was challenged by the chief 
of police. The chief lost. In 
his remarks, the judge re- 
ferred to the town manag- 
er’s power as being “of 
tsarist proportions.” 

When the charter was 
adopted in 1951, the sel- 
ectmen hired a local man, 
Harry Deming, for about 
a month. He had been the 
town accountant and also 


the bookkeeper at the Har- 
riman Tannery for many 
years. 

In April 1951, the first 
professional manager took 
the reins. He was Dean 
Cushing, who had been 
town manger in London- 
derry, NH. His task was to 
put the new charter into 
operation, bringing all 
boards and personnel to- 
gether. The new five-mem- 
ber board of selectmen 
delegated control of the 
daily operations to the 
manager. One priority was 
to attract new industry. 
During his tenure, Nation- 
al Polychemicals and Raf- 
fi & Swanson landed on 
Eames Street, and the 
Charles River Breeding 
Labs on Ballardvale Street. 
Cushing remained on the 
job for nearly three years, 
moving on to become man- 
ager in Gloucester. 

Joseph Courtney  be- 
came manager in May 
1954. He served as assis- 
tant to the city manager 
in Medford for three 
years. He was manager 
during the planning of I-93 
and was responsible for 


there being four exits in 
town. He was also largely 
responsible for Avco (now 
Textron) building a large 
research complex on Low- 
ell Street. 

During Courtney’s term 
of office, an attempt was 
made to roll back the 
town manager plan and 
put the town back ‘under 
the old charter. The advo- 
cates of this became 
known as “The Termites” 
and their slogan was, “Joe 
must go!” But in the town 
election, the proposal lost, 
1,057 votes in favor, with 
1,426 opposed. 

On March 8, 1956, the 
Town Crier headline read, 
“Joe stays.” 

Two years later, Joe did 
go, accepting a State House 
position as co-director of 
the Audit of State Needs. 
He later became a profes- 
sor at Boston University, 
and then a lawyer. 

The town assessor, Al- 
fred Calabrese, took over 
on April 1, 1958. On July 7, 
he was hired on a 3-2 vote 
by the selectmen. Probab- 
ly his greatest achieve- 
ment was landing a shop-

Calabrese is best re- 
membered for blocking 
gravel trucks on Andover 
Street during the con- 
struction of I-93 and 125. 
He had the Highway De- 
partment dig a ditch 
across the road. Once it 
was filled in, he then 
blocked the road with his 
car. That action was his 
downfall. Barely a year 
after he was hired, he was 
gone. He left at the end of 
July 1959 to become the 
chief assessor in West- 
port, Connecticut. 


Cecil Lancaster became 
manager in August 1959. 
He is remembered for a 
massive blunder, resulting 
from a simple mistake. A 
firm named __Insultab 
bought a piece of land- 


locked land at the dead-: 


end of the roadbed of the 
old Salem and Lowell 
Railroad. In spite of some 
serious negative points, 
Lancaster pushed the mat- 
ter through Town Meeting. 

Insultab would build the 
road and the town would 
install a water main, paid 
for by “betterments.” This 
left two uninterested, un- 
involved abuttors on the 
hook. It was named for 
former police chief Harry 
Ainsworth. 

With the water main 
installed, the plant built 
and road named, the In- 


sultab company found 
itself at a dead-end. Lan- 
caster had neglected to 
register the land-taking in 
the Registry of Deeds. 
Ownership of the road 
reverted to former owner 
Bob Evans. 

It was during the Lan- 
caster reign that Sweet- 
heart’ Plastics came to 
town, building a large 
plant in a wet area near 
Wilmington Center. The 
primary access was over 
the rickety Burlington 
Avenue bridge. 

In Sept. 1962, the select- 
men voted to renew Lan- 
caster’s contract for three 
years. On Oct. 1, he said 
that he would but was 
refusing reappointment 
because he was accepting 
an offer from Haverhill. 
Then on Oct. 3, he ap- 
peared before the town 
clerk to be sworn in for 
another three years. He 
did leave two weeks later, 
on Oct. 17, 1962.

important that this histo- 
ry is not repeated. I ap- 
plaud Senator Rodrigues 
and his staff for their 
steadfast commitment to 
advancing this legislation, 
as well as Senator Lewis, 
the members of the Edu- 
cation Committee, and my 
Senate colleagues for their 
support.

Restaurants try to please patrons 
and keep neighbors happy

So many folks are de- 
lighted to have the res- 
taurants open in recent 
months. The situation 
seems to feel like “get- 
ting to normal” is com- 
ing. Some of these res- 
taurants in fact never 
closed and in fact. pro- 
vided take-out services 
through the worst days 
of the pandemic, taking 
the pressure off home 
cooking in many homes.

The survey also 
found that nearly half 
were unfamiliar with Nazi 
concentration camps like 
Auschwitz.

classroom curriculum.

By JAMIE POTE 
Sports Editor 
jamiepote@hotmail.com 
WEST BOYLSTON - The 
last time a Wilmington 
High team won two state 
championships in a row 
was when the softball 
team captured champi- 
onship trophies in 193 and 

"94. 

That being said, the 
opportunities of an athlet- 
ic team achieving two 
titles in a row is very dif- 
ficult to do. 

On Monday morning, the 
Wilmington High Golf 
team went for its second 
straight Division 3 state 
title at the Wachusett 
Country Club in West 
Boylston. Although the 
defending champs didn't 
come away with the tro- 
phy they wanted, they 
came away with the final- 
ist trophy, taking second 
place, seven strokes 
behind frontrunner West 
Boylston, who won the 
state title with a com- 
bined score of 318 coming 
on its home course. 

“Winning two straight 
state titles is very diffi- 
cult,” said head coach Al 


Fessenden. “It doesn't 
matter what sport or what 
level, it's a very difficult 
thing to do.” 

Many of the Wilmington 
players and parents were 
upset that the champi- 
onship match was held on 
the home course of West 
Boylston, instead of a neu- 
tral site course. West 
Boylston coach Bob Monk 
said that he got a call 
from the MIAA just two 
weeks ago to see if he 
could help them out, since 
the original Division 3 co- 
ordinator quit weeks 
before the match. 

However, in last week's 
Central Mass qualifying 
meet, West Boylston had 
three golfers under 80, 
and on Monday, they had 
three golfers again under 
80, so it didn't matter 
where the match was 


‘held. 
“West Boylston had 
some very talented 


golfers and so don't we,” 
said Fessenden. “You're 
always disappointed when 
you don't win, but it's a 
feather in our cap to fin- 
ish first and second in the 
last two years.” 

West Boylston's top 
golfer Mike Morrone did 
admit that his team had 
the home course advan- 
tage. 

“Definitely,” he 
answered. “Everyone had 
all kinds of notes with 
them trying to figure out 
the yardage and what 
clubs to use. We all know 
everything there is with 
this course. We know what 
to hit, when and we didn't 
need any of the yardage 
markers.” 

The course was a par-72, 
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36 in the front and the 
back. Each team ‘sends 
six golfers out and the top 
four scores are kept and 
combined for the final 
outcome. West Boylston 
had scores of 74, 75, 79 
and 83 for their first four 
while their last two 
golfers shot an 83 and 88. 
Wilmington had scores of 
75, 77, 82 and 84 for their 
first four, and 86 and 88 for 
their last two. 

Only one of the 66 
golfers - from 11 teams - 
finished under par, but the 
Wilmington scores were 
very good. 

“Aaron (Ungvarsky) and 
Kyle (Burns) had very 
good days,” said 
Fessenden. “They've been 
our number one and two 
guys all season, and 
they've been carrying us 
all year.” 

Ungvarsky shot the 75 
and Burns had a 77. David 
Velardo, who won the 
North Sectional 
Individual title last week 
with a 77, finished third 
for Wilmington with an 82. 
Jordan Ungvarsky, Kevin 
Velardo and Doug Moran, 
who like David Velardo 


are all underclassmen, 
shot 84, 86 and 88, respec- 
tively. 

“This was a good experi- 
ence for the younger kids 
and we'll be looking to get 
back here again next year. 
We've been here for three 
straight years and that's 
quote an  accomplish- 
ment,” said Fessenden. 
“We went undefeated the 
last two years and won 39 
straight matches. So tak- 
ing second place is just 
the feather in our cap. 
There's nothing wrong 
with second. 

“I'm very proud of my 
guys.

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Bringing 
awareness to 
homelessness

According to the website 
www.endhomelessness.org, a 
reported 17,975 homeless peo- 
ple live in Massachusetts or 
26.1 per 10,000. For compari- 
son, California has a homeless- 
ness rate of 40.9 per 10,000 and 
New York has a homelessness 
rate of 46.9 per 10,000. 

To shine some light on this 
epidemic, artist and activist 
Willie Baronet will bring his 
art installation project “We Are 
All Homeless” to the First Con- 
gregational Church’s Ripley 
Chapel in Winchester from 
Saturday, Nov. 6 to Friday, Nov. 
19 with a special opening 
Gallery Talk on Nov. 6 at 7:30 


p.m. 

The talk will be BOTH live 
(45 guests invited to Ripley 
Chapel) and live streamed. 

Baronet became inspired 
some time ago, because, as he 
says, “I remember hating the 
way I felt when I ignored peo- 
ple on the corner.” 


There’s little doubt that 
everyone has been told at one 
time or another not to give the 
homeless any money (or, in 
another word, ignore them). 
If you give them money, they 
say, the homeless will only use 
it to buy drugs, suggesting 
that all or most homeless peo- 
ple suffer from addiction. 

While it’s true that some 
people living on the street do 
suffer from drug addiction, to 
suggest or state outright that 
most ended up homeless solely 
do to that addiction ignores the 
myriad other ways a person 
could wind up on the street, 
such as loss of a job, returning 
from serving the country, men- 
tal health issues, physical dis- 
abilities, a house fire, or a 
falling out with family. 

Even if you include drug 
addiction, without knowing 
how the person became ad- 
dicted in the first place only 
leaves room for assumptions, 
thereby making it easier to ig- 
nore the problem and stick

with the notion that a home- 
less person will only use 
money to feed their drug 
habit. 

For Baronet, instead of 
giving in to that stereotype, he 
came up with a “wacky idea” 
to bring awareness to the 
homeless crisis in America. 
Starting in 1993, he began pur- 
chasing homeless signs from 
people on the street. 

“It’s pretty straightfor- 
ward,” he said via email this 
week, “I ask if they will sell 
me their signs and 99 percent 
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of the time they say yes. I try 
to let them set the price if pos- 
sible.” 

Baronet then turned his 
signs into an art project for 
display. According to a long- 
time friend and colleague of 
Baronet’s, and the person who 
helped bring the artist to Win- 
chester, Andy Spiegel said 
each installation “is based on 
the venue. Some are huge 
(and) spread out over multiple 


rooms (while) some are 
small(er).” 
Spiegel said this one would 


be “tailored to Ripley Chapel, 
a lovely space, and smaller 
than some I’ve seen. If you 
Google ‘We Are All Homeless’ 
or ‘Signs of Humanity’ you'll 
find many signs and installa- 
tions.” 

The church is asking for a 
free will offering. There is no 
admission fee, but they ask for 
generosity to support both 


Boston’s Outdoor Church 
(ministering to the homeless of 
Harvard Square) and 
Baronet’s We Are All Homeless 
foundation, continuing its mis- 
sion of changing minds and 
hearts about the people on the 
streets. 

Baronet has created ex- 
hibits featuring these signs 
across the U.S. and the UK. 
The project has been featured 
in Yahoo! News, NPR - All 
Things Considered, HuffPost, 
Al. Jazeera America, Buz- 
zFeed, and dozens of other 
media outlets. An UpWorthy 
video about the project, up- 
loaded on Aug. 31, 2015, has 
been viewed over 6.4 million 
times. 

Baronet noted his non- 
profit is “primarily focused on 
raising awareness and com- 
passion,” but he mentioned 
he’s partnered with shelters 
many times over the years and 
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“many of our events have a 
component where we gather 
supplies or make blessing bags 
for those in need.” 

He added, “I’ve also spoken 
at events to benefit shelters. I 
spoke at a breakfast fundraiser 
for the Bridge in Dallas where 
we raised over $400K in one 
morning. It is their largest 
fundraiser every year.” 

Homelessness, it should be 
noted, isn’t merely a big city or 
Democrat problem, regardless 
of what some people on TV 
might have you believe. It af- 
fects everyone, everywhere. 
According to endhomeless- 
ness.org, right before the pan- 
demic started there were 
580,466 people experiencing 
homelessness in America. 
Most were individuals and 
“they live in every state and 
territory and they reflect the 
diversity of America.” 

Endhomelessness.org 
states that 37,000+ are veter- 
ans and 34,000+ are unaccom- 
panied youth. Another 110,000+ 
are considered “chronically 
homeless” which means these 
individuals have disabilities 
and have also been continu- 
ously homeless for at least one 
year or experienced homeless- 
ness at least four times in the 
last three years for a combined 
length of time at least a year. 
They make up 19 percent of the 
homeless population. 

The website also states how 
men experience homelessness 
at a greater rate than females: 
out of 10,000 homeless, 22 are 
men and 13 are women. In 
total, 352,211 men are homeless 
compared to 223,578 women 
(3,161 transgender people and 
1,460 non-binary people also

A cool wind sweeps 
through the sands of "Dune," 
Denis Villeneuve's chilly, 
majestic adaptation of 
Frank Herbert's classic 1965 
science-fiction novel. 

Hot as it may be on Ar- 
rakis, the desert planet that 
draws the universe's most 
powerful interests to its min- 
eral-rich but inhospitable 
sands, Villeneuve's film is a 
solemn slow burn. This 
"Dune," a cool-headed colos- 
sus, erects a massive, brutal- 
ist architecture of 
otherworldly science-fiction 
to craft a big-screen specta- 
cle of thundering splendor. 

It is, to be sure, rather 
cool to the touch. Villeneuve 
does atmospheric exteriors 
more than he does emo- 
tional interiors. In muted 
monochrome shades, rich 
textures and deep sonic 
soundscapes, his specialty — 
already familiar in the deep 
shadows of "Sicario," "Ar- 
rival" and "Blade Runner 
2049" — is invoking a severe 
ominousness. 

So "Dune" is a more 
somber trip into the desert 
than, say, the ferociously 
frenetic "Mad Max: Fury 
Road." Its tale of oppression 
and messianic fervor, 
though, does — like the book 
— recall "Lawrence of Ara- 
bia." Instead of Peter O'- 
Toole and his aflame blue 
eyes laying siege at Aqaba, 
we have Timothée Chalamet 
seizing power, potentially, on 
Arrakis. There. Is. Another. 

Herbert's opus, forged 
out of the Cold War and 
dawning _—_ environmental 
dread, begat a cottage indus- 
try of sequels but has before 
now made curiously little 
headway into wider popular 
culture. David Lynch's 
much-derided 1984 film, 
which even he disavowed, 
didn't help. This version, 
which debuts Thursday 
evening in theaters and on 
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Denis Villeneuve’s doom-laden, dynamite ‘Dune’

HBO Max, is a second stab 
at turning "Dune" into a 
wide-screen event. And con- 
sidering the dozens of en- 
tries in the book series, 
"Dune" could just as surely 
as the "spice" in the Arrakis 
sands be mined for more. 
"Dune" is optimistically sub- 
titled "Part One," adapting 
just the first half of the 1965 
tome. 

The easiest criticism of 
the film is that it doesn't rise 
to a climax but withers away 
in the dunes. That bothered 
me less. I was transported 
enough to just hope "Dune" 
— which is well worth seek- 
ing out in theaters rather 
than at home — does well 
enough to lead to a part two. 

With a princely sense of 
destiny, Chalamet plays 
Paul, whose father Duke 
Leto (Oscar Isaac) is head 
of House Atreides, one of 
several governing fiefdoms. 
The spice on Arrakis, which 
makes interstellar travel 
possible and has other mind- 
expanding capabilities, has 
long been harvested by the 
fascist House Harkonnen, as 
overseen by Baron Vladimir 
Harkonnen (played by a 
grotesquely swollen Stellan 
Skarsgard, with nods to 
Marlon Brando in "Apoca- 
lypse Now"). But for. un- 
known reasons, a switcheroo 


(Warner Bros. Pictures) 
has been ordered. 


Harvesting spice is no 
easy task, though. It's op- 
pressively hot. There are 
mammoth sandworms. And 
the local Fremen (among 
whom is Zendaya's Chani) 
resent their "out-worlder" 
overlords. Leto hopes to 
begin a friendly collabora- 
tion with the Freman but 
quickly finds their operation 
sabotaged at every step. 
When things turn violent, at- 
tention turns to Paul, who 
has been trained in sword- 
play by Gurney Halleck 
(Josh Brolin) and mentored 
by his mother, Lady Jessica 
(Rebecca Ferguson, fabu- 
lous) in "the way" — a mys- 
terious mind-controlling 
power. The Freman believe 
he could be a prophesied 
savior. Whether "Dune" will 
tweak the white savior set- 
up will ultimately, though, 
have to wait for a possible 
sequel. 

"Dune," a Warner Bros. 
release, is rated PG-13 by the 
Motion Picture Association 
of America for sequences of . 
strong violence, some dis- 
turbing images and sugges- 
tive material. Running time: 
151 minutes. Three and a 
half stars out of four.

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suffer from homelessness). 

Not surprisingly, minorities suffer from 
homelessness in far greater numbers than 
white people do: 109 out of 10,000 Native Hawai- 
ians/Pacific Islanders, 45 out of 10,000 Native 
Americans and 52 out of 10,000 Black or African 
American (compared to the overall rate of 18 
out of 10,000). In total, white people suffer the 
most, but only because more white people live 
in America than any other race. 

While the website doesn’t supply data for 
how COVID-19 impacted the homeless crisis, 
Baronet said the pandemic is expected to in- 
crease homelessness by 45 percent. 

“One of the many blessings,” he acknowl- 
edged, “of my project is that I come into con- 
tact with many others trying to make a 
difference and I’m inspired by lots of what I see 
happening.” 

For those who attend the exhibit, Spiegel 
says it will change how you view this issue. 

“T can tell you for certain, everybody (in- 
cluding me) who sees this exhibit and hears 
Willie comes away with a totally different point 
of view about the homeless - less fearful, more 
understanding, more accepting, and more lov-

ing. I can’t tell you how many people I’ve spo- 
ken to who tell me this.” 

While this might be Baronet’s first time 
physically in Winchester, the First Congrega- 
tional Church hosted a watch party for his doc- 
umentary “Signs of Humanity,” after which 
Baronet presented and spoke at a “very engag- 
ing and well-attended Zoom,” according to Jane 
Ring Frank, the church’s Minister of Music and 
Worship Arts. 

Frank added how the church sent Baronet 
information about the venue so he could tailor 
his installation to their Ripley Chapel. 

“We are excited that he will be with us,” 
Frank exclaimed, adding the signs will be 
shipped to the church so that Baronet can cre- 
ate within the walls of the chapel.

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Plant garlic now 
to harvest in the spring

As the frost warnings 
start and the tree leaves 
turn color and fall, we 
know that the window of 
time has run out for our 
tomatoes and leafy greens 
in the garden.

Garlic is a perfect crop to 
plant now. It is low mainte- 
nance and is a fantastic 
kitchen staple.

It is recommended to pu- 
rchase bulbs specifically 
for planting, and not to 
use garlic from the gro- 
cery store, as it may have 
been treated or genetical- 
ly modified for a long shelf 
life. 
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Love it or hate it, Candy Corn 
IS a Halloween staple

ctober’s end is a 
favorite time of 
year for those of us 
with an uncontrol- 
lable sweet tooth. 
Whether you are a diehard 
chocolate lover, or prefer 
the challenge of more 
chewy sugar treats, 
Halloween night offers ev- 
eryone’s favorite confec- 
tions, with the exception of 
one infamous holiday sweet. 

Perhaps the most contro- 
versial of all Halloween 
candies is the highly recog- 
nizable but greatly debated 
Candy Corn. 

Often thought of as the 
“fruit cake of Halloween,” 
this iconic Halloween tradi- 
tion has split candy lovers 
by two popular opinions. You 
either LOVE them or you 
HATE them, there is no 
middle road in the Candy 
Corn debate. 

Despite the loud voice of 
nay-sayers who claim that 
Candy Corn is the worst 
Halloween candy of all time, 


the numbers say otherwise. _ 


According to the National 
Confectionery Association, 
more than 35 million pounds 


of Candy Corn are produced 


in the U.S. each year. That 


comes out to over 9 billion 


kernels of candy (but who’s 
counting)! 

Originally called “Chicken 
Feed,” this colorful fall 
candy was first created by 
the Wunderle Candy Com- 
pany of Philadelphia in the 
1880's. 

During the late 19th centu- 
ry it was a popular trend of 
American candy makers to 
market candy in natural 
shapes, such as chestnuts, 
turnips, clover and corn, to 
rural communities. Candy 
Corn was a standout in this 
category due to its bright, 
tri-colored layers. 

The recipe was soon pur- 
chased by Goelitz Confec- 
tionery Company who pro- 
duced Candy Corn for the 
masses by the turn of the 
century. 

For the first half of the 


20th century, Candy Corn 


was marketed as an af- 
fordable “penny candy,” 


and was available year 
round. 

Candy Corn did not be- 
come a Halloween favorite 
until the mid 1950’s when it 
became popular to hand out 
to trick or treaters. 

Because of it’s bright fall 
colors, candy companies 
began to increase market- 
ing of the triangle treat dur- 
ing the month of October, 
eventually making Candy 
Corn a staple of the autumn 
season. 

Although production 
methods have changed 
throughout the years, the 
recipe has remained the 
same. 

Candy Corn is a mixture 
of sugar, fondant, corn 
syrup, vanilla flavor, and 
marshmallow cream. 

Ingredients are meted into 
a liquid form and separated 
into three mixtures where 
food coloring is added. 

The three colored mix- 
tures are then poured into 
molds to cool, sealing the 
three colors of the “corn” 
together. The corn is then 
polished with an edible wax 
to create the brightly col- 
ored Halloween candy we 
all know and (some of us) 
love. 


Under no circumstances 
can you consider Candy 
Corn a vegetable, but by 
candy standards, they are 
not the worst candy for you 
to eat. A heaping handful of 
Candy Corn has only 140 
calories and zero fat! 

Although most may think 
that Halloween is the specif- 
ic day to overload on Candy 
Corn, you can officially get 
your fill of this tri-colored 
treat a day earlier on Oct. 
30, which is National Candy 
Corn Day. 

There is no need to worry 
about shelf life if you don’t 
eat Candy Corn as quickly 
as some other Halloween 
treats: An open package of 
Candy Corn that is covered 
and stored away from heat 
will last about nine months. 

Luckily, there is no need to 
stretch your stash of Candy 
Corn for that long, as it is 
not just a Halloween treat 
anymore. 

Modern day varieties 
include “Fall Corn,” which 
has a brown, chocolate fla- 
vored layer, and the new 
“Turkey Dinner Corn.” This 
candy is definitely for the 
more adventurous candy 
eaters as the flavors are 
turkey gravy, stuffing, green 
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bean, cranberry — sauce, 
apple pie and coffee. 

This unique “Turkey Corn” 
comes in golden brown, yel- 
low, green, red and brown 
and has surprisingly accu- 
rate flavors, but it won’t be 
replacing Thanksgiving din- 
ner anytime soon.

The Thanksgiving corn has surprisingly accurate flavors of turkey, cranberry sauce and 
all the fixings, but will probably appeal to the more adventurous candy eaters.

has also become an iconic ‘symbol of the Halloween season. 


Break apart the bulbs 
into cloves, leaving the 
papery covering on. It is 
good to do this a day or two 
in advance of planting to 
allow some drying. Then, 
plant the cloves 2-4 inches 
apart and two inches deep. 

Be sure to put the root 
end, or the wider end of the 
garlic, facing down into the 
soil. Rows should be 10-14 
inches apart. It is suggest- 
ed that straw be used to 
mulch the garlic, several 
layers deep. 

Do not water the cloves. 
Once the threat of frost 
has passed next spring, 
remove the mulch. Be sure 
that the weather is warm 
enough for the green 
shoots to thrive. Anything 
below 20 degrees F is not 
recommended. 

Any flowering shoots 
should be cut off, as these 
take energy from the 
growing bulbs. In the early 
spring, fertilizer should be 
laid down between the 
rows. We use chicken man- 
ure, but blood meal is also 
recommended. 


Garlic requires fertilizing 
and watering come May, 


so plan to give it a good | 


soaking every 8-10 days 
and hit it with some more 
nitrogen rich fertilizer, 
again, between the rows. 
Garlic may be harvested 
around June, but the fo- 


liage should be checked. A See 


slight yellowing indicates 
the bulb is ready. Pull a | 
sample bulb out of the gar- 


den using a trowel so as <— 


not to damage the bulb. 
The garlic is ready to use, 
but many people cure their 
garlic so that they may 
enjoy it over the summer 
and into the fall. 

The bulbs and_ stalks 
should be laid out in a well- 
ventilated area. Leave the 
dirt on them, and keep them 
up off the ground. Perhaps a 
paper bag on a garage shelf 
would work for you. 

Let the garlic sit for sev- 
eral weeks up or to two 2 
months. At that point, the

BOSTON — The Baker- 
Polito Administration rec- 
ognized 34 municipalities 
and public school districts 
from across the Common- 
wealth as Cyber Aware 
Communities at a virtu- 
al event hosted during 
National Cybersecurity 
Awareness Month by the 
Executive Office of Tech- 
nology Services and Se- 
curity (EOTSS) and fea- 
turing local and state cy- 
bersecurity leaders. Those 
recognized were the top 
performing participants 
in this year’s round of the 
Municipal Cybersecurity 
Awareness Grant Program. 

Cyberattacks on munici-
